1* We bar* received the subject proposed change tronsoitted to 
you by m sw ora a&aa from the Deputy Comptroller doted 16 Stoveaker i 960 , 
this proposal would allow o& advance of funds in one fiscal year for 
operational activities to he undertaken in a subsequent fiscal year, 
provided an approp r iate certification is set with respect to internal 
authority to obligate such funds shea they are made available. Considering 
that continuity ©f funding ia a vide variety of operational circumstance* 
requires such advances, and considering that an advance of funds is legally 
reeoverris&e in the event of failure of authority, it is o«r opinion, 
sv&ject to the following, that section S(b) of the CIA Act of l$k9, os 
amended, contains sufficient authority to permit the implementation of 
this proposal. 

2, We believe that it is neeeeasry that tee regulation clearly define 
tee scope within which tee use of this extraordinary authority must be 
confined, end teat tee level at which tee proponed expenditures have been 
ap p ro v ed is likewise clearly defined. To that end, we propose tee following 
language for paragraph 3b(2)t 

"vasen operations, cover, os* security requires on advance of 
funds in one fiscal year for utilisation in a subsequent fiseal 
year, other than far a projrietary project, the Budget and fiscal 
Officer ghmil mdee the following special certification instead of 
teat required by peragraph (l) immediately above. 

"I certify teat tea operating program o f D ivision 

for fiscal yea r , aa approved by a Deputy Director, includes 
proposed funds authority sufficient to cover the advance requested. 

The advance is chargeable to cost account So. •”
